Our mun­ 
icipal ice plant sells ice at 20c per 
hundred cheaper to the farmers than 
the surrounding towns and is one of 
our biggest trade assets. 
Paris, although

of 
only 
1500 population is 
spending 
from 
five to ten thousand dollars a year 
on her streets from her City funds. 
W'hen the business district was pav­ 
ed a few years ago, the City reduc­ 
ed the cost to the property owners 
by bearing a good part of the cost.

streets are gravel and we have them 
all over the town.

TO SPEND $80,000 IN MAINTENANCE WORK 


Farm ers living in the Little River J 
Drainage District will be benefit ted ^ 


under the terms 
of 
an 
agreement j 


reached last Monday between 
bond- j 


holders and the district. 
In the first case 
the 
bondholders j 
agreed to accept $^0,000 
from tax-, 
es raised in 1930, and 
amounts 
in-1 
creasing to $600,000 in 1934, as com­ 
pared with approximately 
$900,000 
aid annually heretofore. 
Taxpayers 
in the District will in the next five 
years pay slightly more than 50 per 
cent of when they have l>een paying 
up to the time of 
the 
agreeement 
which has been a controverted m at­ 
ter for more than a year. 
A settlement clause for delinquent 
taxes is also included in the agree­ 
ment. 
It provides that taxes delin­ 
quent for 1927 and prior years can 
be settled for 30 per cent of 
their 
face value. 
Taxes 
delinquent 
for 
1928 can be paid at 
40 per cent 
of 
their face value, and taxes for 
1929 
now delinquent can be paid on 
the 
basis of 50 per cent of their 
value 
provided that the 1930 taxes at 
the 
reduced rate are paid at the 
same 
time. 
After a trip of inspection over the 
District the Bondholders’ 
Protective 
Committee became convinced of 
the 
vital need for maintenance work and 
agreed that all of the money collect- 


ed 
on 
delinquent 
taxes 
could 
be 
used by the Board of Supervisors for 
maintenance and repair work in the 
District. 
In order 
that 
the 
work 
may get 
under 
w’ay 
immediately, 
they agree to loan the District $80,- 
000 for this purpose.

money 
will be repaid as 
delinquent

are paid on the compromise basis. 
John H. Himmelberger, President

amount of money in Southeast Mis­

We have seen in a previous 
ar­ 
ticle how necessary it is in the suc­ 
cess of a dairy herd to have a 
good 
sire. 
He is “half the herd”, in other 
words. We tak«* up now the problem 
of the owner who decides to raise his 
own bull. 
Feeding is an important item in a 
young bull. 
For the first six months 
he should receive about the same ra­ 
tions as the 
heifer 
calves. 
Many 
farmers feed skim milk to the bull 
calf for eight or ten months because 
it is so healthy for bone growth. 
A 
grain mixture, say five parts wheat 
bran, four parts ground 
oats, 
one 
part linseed meal, and plenty of le­ 
gume hay, after weaning is 
recom­ 
mended. 
There is a strange notion 
among j 
some breeders that bulls fed on sil­ 
age will not be as potent as those to 
which no silage is given. 
There 
is 
no scientific basis for such a deduc­ 
tion that 1 know of. 
Be careful not to let the bull get 
too fat, especially after he reaches 
the age of service 
which 
is around j 
ten months. 
He must be 
well 
fed, 
and and not too thin for the best re­ 
sults. 
Separate the bull calf from 
the 
heifer calves at about six months of 
age. 
At this time start his lessons 
in leading, a little every day. 
By 8 
or 10 months put a light weight ring 
in his nose, say one and a half inches 
in diameter, non-rusting, of 
course. 
At the age of two years a larger and 
stronger ring should be substituted 
and at age four about a three-inch 
ring is necessary. 
After the 
ring 
is installed teach the young bull to 
lead with a statf. 
You can prevent the 
growth 
of 
horns by rubbing caustic potash 
on 
the place where they appear 
when 
the calf is a day or two old. 
Or at 
age two you can dehorn. 
Unless you 
wish to use him for show purposes, 
better take the horns off, as they are 
dangerous. 
It is true that bull- at the head of 
famous herds usually 
have 
horns. 
Some breeders feel that 
dehorning 
handicaps his breeding 
powers. 
I 
know of no foundatoin for this. 
Of 
course, it does injure his chances in 
the show ring. 
Do not let the bull run 
with the 
herd. 
Keep him in separate quarters 
altogether, if possible. 
See 
that he 
gets proper exercise. 
One way is to 
string a wire cable, with a rope from 
the ring in the animal’s nose to the 
cable. Some herd owners use a tread 
mill. 
If you have a barn yard turn the 


bull in there after the cows 
have 
been sent to pasture 
Above all do not keep the bull in a 
dark, uncomfortable stall. 
He needs 
good ventilation and should be hard­ 
ened to the weather. 
Teasing a bull should never be al­ 
lowed. 
They become vicious enough 
as it is. 
Sometimes it 
is 
best 
to 
have two persons handle him. If you 
can arrange a breeding pen next to 
the bull’s pen, so he will not have to 
be handled at all, 
so much the bet­ 
ter. 
Remember this , proper 
exercise, 
proper feeding and comfortable hous­ 
ing will enable a bull to give service 
until eight or ten years of age. 
One mistake breeders make is to 
dispose of a bull before his real val­ 
ue is known. 
His offspring may 
be 
marvelous producers but you 
can’t 
know that until his daughters 
have 
come into milk. 
He will be four 
or 
five years old by that time. 
Some­ 
times breeders put their bulls 
out 
with others under an agreement they 
can recall them at a stipulated price. 
I 
have 
frequently 
been 
asked 
whether it is safe to keep a bull that 
is the first calf of a young heifer for 
breeding purposes. 
1 know that bulls 
from older cows 
command 
higher 
prices. About the only basis for such 
a feeling is that we do not know how 
good the mother is when she is a 2- 
year-old heifer, therefore, it is some­ 
times safer to wait until 
she 
has 
proven herself before taking a son 
to be a sire of a herd. 
As a final word of caution, do not 
give the bull a chance to demonstrate 
its 
physical 
powers. 
A 
bull 
has 
enormous strength. 
It 
can 
break 
fences, untie straps, and gates 
with 
comparative ease and without much 
injury to itself if it wants to. Once 
he learns how easy it is to jerk away 
from a keeper, he will be a pretty 
dangerous animal from then on.

INCREASE IN MISSOl RI 


With few exceptions every count> 
in Missouri has reported at lea t 
a 
normal or an increased quail crop 
this year, John H. Ross. 
* hief 
of 
Wardens of the Missouri Game and 
Fish Department, has advised Dolpi 
Simons, conservation 
Commissioner. 
This statement was made aftei Mr. 
Ross had received questionnaires till 
ed out by game and fish department 
officials and sportsmen 
working 
in 
every county of the State. 
It is believed, the field conservation 
workers have reported, that the 1930 
crop of Bobwhites is even 
greater 
than the 1929 crop which was admit 
tedly one of the largest 
in 
years. 
While the cold weather last wintet 
caused the deaths of many quail, it 
is believed the 88,(X)0 pounds of feed 
distributed by the department during 
that period aided materially in keep­ 
ing alive the hardy 
birds. 
Nearly 
every quail which died during 
the 
cold weather and examined by 
do 
partment officials proved to be small 
birds of a late 
hatch. 
Only 
the 
strong, healthy birds survived 
the 
severe winter and these have develop 
ed into excellent brood stock. 
Missouri’s dry spring season was 
a factor in providing ideal nesting 
conditions for quail this year. 
In a 
number of instances, especially 
in 
Southeast Missouri, sportsmen wen 
concerned about the quail because of 
the long drouth but this danger 
i- 
believed to have been passed. 
It i 
also noted by conservation work- - 
in Missouri that 1901 was one 
! th 
driest years on record and even at 
that time one of the largest quail 
crops was observed.

SOIL COLOR GIVES CLUE 
REGARDING ITS CONTENTS 


The color of soils is often a good 
clue to the presence or lack of de­ 
sirable qualities, says W. O. Robin­ 
son, of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
Different colors in 
soils are caused by 
differences 
in 
composition, but the soil with 
the 
greatest amount of colored constitu­ 
ents as revealed by analysis does not 
always have the deepest 
color 
be­ 
cause the constituents of the soil are 
not always in proper combination to 
make them noticeable. 
“A black soil is usually a rich soil, 
and in general the darker the 
soil 
the more productive it is. Black col­ 
or in soils is due to organic matter h 
combination with lime. 
The actual 
quantity of organic m atter may be 
small, but if it is saturated with lime 
or other bases it makes a most favor­ 
able condition for plant growth. 
“Organic m atter also colors 
soils 
brown. Such soils are generally acid, 
and the organic m atter, while it may 
be abundant, is not saturated with 
lime. 
A reddish-brown color 
ordi- 


nairly indicates the presence of 
or­ 
ganic m atter and iron ovide. 
Exam­ 
ples of such soils are the prized ma­ 
hogany lands of the South. 
‘Red and yellow soils owe their col­ 
or to the iron o\ide they contain 
in 
the free state. Experience has ahown 
that the coloring m atter is in 
the 
clay or finest m atter in the soil. T * s 
clay is largely made up of silica, alu­ 
mina, iron ovide, water, and organic 
matter. 
The color does not depend 
primarily upon the total quantity of 
iron present, as 
the 
percentage of 
this mineral varies little in the clay 
of surft.ee soils, regardless of color. 
Reddish ¿oils are usually ra t'd high 
for fa ming”. 
White or light-colored 
soils are 
not regarded favorably for farming, 
except for special crops, 
says 
Mr. 
Robinson, for such 
color 
shows 
a 
lack 
of 
important 
constituents. 
Very light-colored soils are generally 
sandy and contain neither 
the clay 
nor the organic m atter necessary 
to 
absorb and retain plant food and wa­ 
ter.

We submit the facts that minature
